CANNABIS‘AS AVAILABLE 

AS TOBACCO’TO YOUTHS 


CHARITY INCREASINGLY CONCERNED BY POPULARITY OF CLASS B DRUG 


A Northamptonshire police 
chief says targeting 'hard 
drug’ use will always be the 
force’s top priority, despite a 
charity’s fears that cannabis 
is now as easy to get hold of as 
tobacco. 

Service manager for the CAN 
Young People’s Team, Ali 
Smith, said the class B drug 
was too easy to acquire in 
Northampton and could have 
devastating effects on teenag¬ 
ers. She said: “Years ago this 
was so much less of a problem. 
We saw little bits of cannabis, 
but not on the regular scale 
we see now. The stats are that 
young people are now using 
more.” 

Mrs Smith said cannabis 
was the biggest substance the 
St Giles Street centre - which 
provides a range of drug, alco¬ 
hol and homelessness services 
for young people - deals with. 
She said it can be especially 
harmful because young peo¬ 


ple are taking it as their bodies 
are still developing: “There’s a 
lot going on with young peo¬ 
ple, when you throw into that 
a strong hallucinogenic, it has 
a massive impact.” 

Supt Mick Stamper, head 
of the Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice’s operational command 
unit, admitted the ‘culture’ 
of cannabis was a problem in 
young people, in particularly 
a misconception that it will 
cause little harm. 

But he said the force will 
always have to prioritise tar¬ 
geting class A drugs, such as 
cocaine and heroin over the 
class B substance. 

He said: “Cannabis is a 
harm to the individual, but 
a cannabis user will rarely 
cause harm to other people. 

“A class A user will cause 
harm to other people. On a so¬ 
cietal level this is a big issue.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
uncovered 116 cannabis fac¬ 
tories in the county between 
2012 and 2013.

Housing woe 
after fire 
destroys 
family home 


A family of four, who lost eve¬ 
rything in a fire, have been 
rehomed in a house with no 
furniture, no gas and a bare 
concrete floor. 

Tara Heasman, her partner, 
Lee, and their two small chil¬ 
dren were last week rehoused 
after a blaze, caused by a fire 
in a fuse box, ravished their 
home in minutes. 

After the incident ear¬ 
lier this month, the family 
was moved from their gut¬ 
ted home in Bellinge to a hos¬ 
tel, before being placed in an 
empty council-owned house 
in Harefield Road, Blackthorn. 

The family have been given 
no indication as to how long 
they will have to stay in the 
house which has no means of 
heating, made worse by a bare 
concrete floor. 

Northampton Borough 
Council have since provided 
some basic furniture, such 
as beds, a fridge and a micro- 
wave, and friends have set up 
a Facebook support page ap¬ 
pealing for donations food and 
essentials. 

Miss Heasman said: “I have 
£60 to live off for the rest of the 
month and have only been 
able to feed my children pas¬ 
ta for days. 

“We are very grateful for 
the bits that have been donat¬ 
ed, even by strangers. 

“Bur the council have giv¬ 
en us no information as yet 
about how this could have 
happened or what’s going to 
happen next. 

“We’ve had little contact 
and feel like we are being 


pushed to the side, as if they 
are trying to hide any respon¬ 
sibility.” 

The incident happened last 
Wednesday when Miss Heas¬ 
man heard “popping” noises 
coming from the fuse box. 

She said: “I could see little 
black bits coming out of it and, 
when I opened it, it was on fire. 

“I grabbed the dog and 
ran out of the house scream¬ 
ing for help. 

“The fire service was there 
in about 10 minutes, but 
by then the fire had spread 
through the whole house and 
everything was ruined.” 

Miss Heasman, who lost 
all her possessions in the fire, 
including two pet birds, said: 
“It might sound a bit silly but 
I am confused and heartbro¬ 
ken and I just don’t have a clue 
what to do now. 

“It’s been really hard being 
cooped up with nothing. We 
had been living in the house 
for four years - it’s the house 
my children grew up in and 
they keep asking when they 
can go home. 

“Luckily they were at 
school at the time, but I still 
get nightmares about what 
could have happened if they 
had been in the house.” 

A spokesperson for North¬ 
ampton Borough Council said: 
“The most important thing 
is that everyone is safe and 
Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue were able to contain 
the fire. 

“We are still assessing the 
damage to the property and 
the repairs needed to allow the 
family to move back in.

Rail track halts link road plan 


Civic leaders have sent a plea 
to the Transport Secretary to 
dispose of a stretch of redun¬ 
dant railway track, which is 
preventing a congestion-bust¬ 
ing relief road being built in 
Northampton. 

Northampton’ Borough Coun¬ 
cil, the county council, two 
MPs and the two local enter¬ 
prise partnerships serving 
Northamptonshire are join¬ 
ing together in a £562,000 bid 
to link two ends of St James’ 
Mill Road. 

The organisations say the 
project will be key in improv¬ 
ing traffic flow around the new 


railway station by allowing an 
alternative ‘L-shaped’ route 
between Towcester Road and 
theA4500. 

It is thought the move could 
also help avoid gridlock when 
Saints and Cobblers home fix¬ 
tures clash. 

But plans for the road have 
been delayed because it would 
have to cross a stretch of an 
old freight line which, despite 
being unused, is still being 
considered for future use by 
Network Rail. 

This week, the organisa¬ 
tions have written a joint let¬ 
ter to Secretary of State for 
Transport, Patrick Mcglough- 


lin, asking him to step in and 
use his powers to dispose of 
the track for good. Leader of

Shrunken pond in 
park will get top up 



Plans to replenish ponds at Bra- 
dlaugh Fields in Northampton 
have been put forward after 
workers fixed a 30-year pipe 
leak which had kept the ponds 
topped up. 

The proposals, agreed by An¬ 
glian Water and Northampton 
Borough Council, were pre¬ 
sented to Friends of Bradlaugh 
Fields this week following com- 
plaints from residents when 
the ponds suddenly drained.

Anglian Water’s director 
of water services, Paul Val- 
leley, said: “The plans aim to 
make the most of the water 
that’s naturally available in the 
area and we will now be work¬ 
ing with the Friends of Brad- 
laugh Fields and the council 
to work up the designs in more 
detail.” 

Cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, Mike Hallam, said: 


“Bradlaugh Fields is a unique 
part of Northampton and is 
much loved with local people. 

“We have developed a plan 
that will not just protect the 
park today, but create an area 
future generations can enjoy. 

“We will also be developing a 
range of educational materials 
designed to teach people about 


the new water features and the 
wildlife within them.” 

Northampton North Con¬ 
servative MP, Michael Ellis, 
added: “A lot of work has been 
done to resolve the situation in 
record time and, while we are 
still working on funding for the 
project, we hope to see it started 
as soon as possible.”

£20M project The former Royal Mail sorting office in Northampton is now 
set to become education and community space 


A new secondary school, pri¬ 
mary school and community 
space will be built on the site 
of a former Royal Mail sorting 
office as part of a £20 million 
project paid for by the Educa¬ 
tion Funding Agency. 

The vacant site in Barrack Road 
has been derelict for the past n 
years and the David Ross Edu¬ 
cation Trust, which sponsors 
Malcolm Arnold Academy, un- 
veiled plans for a secondary 
school on the site in July 2012. 

Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council has announced the 
start of a public consultation 
on plans to build a secondary 
school for up to 1,500 pupils 
with a sixth form for an extra 
500, a primary school for up to 
420 pupils and additional space 
that could be used for commu¬ 
nity and commercial purposes. 

The schools are expected to 
open in September 2016 and 
the sponsors will be chosen by 
the Department for Education. 

Councillor Catherine 
Boardman, cabinet member 
for children, families and ed¬ 


ucation, said: “This is such a 
fantastic opportunity for the 
future of education in North¬ 
ampton and for the young peo¬ 
ple who’ll benefit from going to 
school here.

The councillor charged with 
helping turn around Northamp¬ 
tonshire’s troubled children’s 
services has resigned. 

Councillor Catherine Board- 
man {Con, Brixworth) - who 
joined the cabinet in October 
2012, as the poor state of the 
children’s services was becom¬ 
ing apparent to Ofsted - said 
she wanted to concentrate on 
her farming company in Wel- 
ford. 

Formal announcements 
will be made today, but it is un¬ 
derstood a cabinet reshuffle 
will put deputy leader Council¬ 
lor Heather Smith - a former 
member of the Children and 
Young People’s Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee - in charge of children’s 
services, most likely under a 
different job title, 

Labour and Liberal Demo¬ 
crat councillors praised the de¬ 
parting incumbent’s portfolio 
work. 

However, Councillor 
Brendan Glynane (Lib Dem, 
Delapre), the Liberal democrat 
group leader, said the turna¬ 
round was not complete. He 


said: “We considered Catherine 
to have agood grasp of avery dif¬ 
ficult brief, but we can under¬ 
stand in the difficult economic 
climate that she has to give her 
full attention to her business. 

“However, the next mem¬ 


ber for children and educa¬ 
tion should not think the job 
is finished. In my opinion that 
is two or three years away, and 
not before the council is told it 
can stop reporting directly to 
Government.”

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ID and fingerprint 
scanners ‘massively 
cutting down crime 


A new ID and fingerprint rec¬ 
ognition system has helped to 
wipe out mobile phone thefts 
in two of Northampton’s busi¬ 
est nightclubs. 

A new computer system, cost¬ 
ing £4,500, has been intro¬ 
duced at NB’s, in Bridge Street, 
and at Roadmender, in Lady’s 
Lane. 

The system is called SCAN- 
NET and requires customers 
to hand over a form of ID, 
such as a passport or driving 
licence, which is than scanned 
to see if that person is banned 
under the Pub Watch scheme 
or wanted for any criminal of¬ 
fences. 

Customers can also volun¬ 
tarily sign up to a fingerprint- 
recognition scheme or be 
given a swipe card which can 
then be used to gain entry to 
the nightspots. 

Mark Sawer, owner of NB’s, 


said customers in the bar had 
not suffered any mobile phone 
thefts since the system was in¬ 
stalled and a number of want¬ 
ed criminals had been refused 
entry. He said: “Within days of 
the scanner being put in, the 
reduction in mobile phone 
thefts was massive. 

“Every weekend we used 
to have dozens of people call¬ 
ing up about stolen or missing 
mobile phones. The weekend 
after the scanner was installed 
we had one girl call us, who ad¬ 
mitted she had lost her mobile 
phone.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
officer Dale Hillyer said phone 
thefts in the town had reduced 
by about 30 per cent since the 
scanners were installed. 

He said: “The Roadmend¬ 
er was the first to adopt the 
fingerprint ID systems and 
achieved an almost instant 
reduction in phone thefts at 


the venue. I’m delighted this 
system has now been adopted 
by NB’s, a very busy venue.” 

• The chairman of the 
Northampton Pubwatch 
scheme said violent offenc¬ 
es had ‘fallen off a cliff’ since 
the new ID scanners were in¬ 
stalled at two nightspots. 

Karim Ayoubi said: “Peo¬ 
ple intent on causing trouble 
don’t want to come in as they 
don’t want to give up their ID. 

“For NB’s the primary driv¬ 
ing factor was a high number 
of phone thefts in recent 
months. 

“It appeared that the venue 
was being targeted by gangs of 
phone thieves. 

“This has now stopped 
dead. 

“Instead of getting 60 calls 
about lost or stolen phones on 
a Monday morning, they are 
now getting about one.”

ROAD TEST- VOLVO XC70 D4SE NAV 

Estate gets the 4x4 treatment 


Writing these words, I’m 
waiting for a man in a van to 
turn up and replace one of 
the test Volvo’s tyres that ran 
over a nail on a bank holiday 
afternoon and made me glad 
there was a spare on board. 
The tyre went down so gently 
it took helpful hand gestures 
from a following motorcy¬ 
clist to tell me something was 
wrong at the rear of the car, by 
which time the damage was 
done and a new cover needed. 

Still, the sun is shining 


and there is no hurry and the 
wait for my knight in a shin¬ 
ing van gives me more time to 
admire the Volvo’s undoubted 
charms, even at rest. 

The XC70 is the Swedish 
car company’s take on a mildly 
off-road approach to estate car 
design. It’s basically the V70 
estate with modestly-raised 
suspension, some tough¬ 
looking plastic cladding and 
a £1,000 price hike. It might 
look like a 4x4 but the test car 
was front-wheel drive only. 

The real talking point of the 


current car is a new 2.0 litre 
diesel engine providing suf¬ 
ficient power with increased 
economy. The 47mpg record¬ 
ed on the delightfully clear 
instrument panel after 500 
miles of mixed use is impres¬ 
sive enough. 

Good automatic gearboxes 
and punchy diesel are a mar¬ 
riage made in automotive 
heaven and so it proved in the 
XC70, producing a car so mild 
mannered and calming it left 
you feeling as fresh at jour¬ 
ney’s end as at the start.
